Marion Police Station Breaks Ground 
By Anne O'Brien-Kakley 

Groundbreaking for the new Marion Police 
Station started on Tuesday, September 8, at 4:00 pm at 550 
Mill Street. The station's architect, Brian Humes, designed 
the building to be approximately 8,600 square feet with an 
additional 1,500 si. area for combination police training 
center, town emergency operations center, and town 
conference facility. The site, which consists of 1.37 acres, 
has a 300-foot frontage on Mill Street and is adjacent to 
Holmes Lane, and will be constructed by the winning 
bidder, B.C. Construction of Wakefield. 

The new police station is the result of a 
Proposition 2 □ override that was narrowly passed by 




Marion voters in May. The new station will be located on 
land that was donated to the town by Tabor Academy 
and is a scaled-down version of the first plan that was 
initially turned down by voters. $3.8 million dollars had 
to be allocated by voters for the new police station project. 
Marion Selectmen and Town Administrator Paul Dawson 
hope that the final cost of the station will be less than the 
allocated amount. 

The new police station project was not without 
controversy. Some Marion residents expressed concern 
at a May town meeting about the possibility of increasing 
taxes and stretching an already-thin budget for the 
proposed station. Selectman Henry defended the 
proposal, saying, "Our sworn duty, if you will, is to keep 

this matter before 
the taxpayers as a 
compelling need.'' 
New police station 
advocates have 
argued that this 
is the right time 
to build a new 
station, since the 
need is imminent 
and, because of the 
economy, costs for 
building are lower 
than ever.

department evacuated the home in front of the leak and 
Eastern Savings Bank. They also had Cumberland Farms 
turn off their gas pumps as an extra precaution. At 10:20 
am. Fire Chief Thomas Joyce declared that the gas line 
had been turned off and that any serious threat to the area 
was over. "The good news is the pressure from the pipe 
was pushing the gas straight up high enough so the wind 
was able to dissipate it, so there wasn't any gas building 
up closer to the ground,'' Chief Joyce said as he visited the 
scene of the gas main rupture. 

The odor of gas was still lingering as crews 
worked on the leak, but was expected to dissipate. Area 
residents were asked to open windows to ventilate their 
homes.

Two Car Accidents in Mattapoisett

Superintendant Cooper began the meeting 
discussing the possibility of a vaccination clinic being 
held at the school on Thursday, October 15 for seasonal 
flu. He talked also of the possibility of HlNl vaccination 
clinic being held in the middle of November. There would 
be potential for parents to get vaccinated at these clinics 
as well, which would take place after-school. 

There will be an informative meeting for parents 
on Monday, September 21. October 15 is the targeted date 
for the event and not definitive. It would be estimated 
that 16 faculty volunteers would be necessary for the 
clinic for the administration end of it, plus the physicians 
giving the shots. In other school health news. Principal 
Ryan noted that a dozen new hand sanitizer stations were 
added throughout the school and that students would be 
able to bring plastic water bottles to school. 

On Thursday, October 1, several companies will 
demonstrate a new way of paying for school lunches at 
a meeting that will be held at Old Rochester. Students 
will hopefully soon be paying for lunches with what 
resembles a debit card and will hold information such 
as food allergies, their photo, if the child is allowed to 
purchase meals or snacks and what food the child has 
purchased. 

Superintendant Cooper noted that the price of 
the systems has come down drastically over the past few 
years, from roughly $70,000 to roughly $14,000. Ideally, 
the program would be implemented over Christmas break 
or between semesters, so parents can work with their 
children to adapt to the changes and the teachers as well.

would hopefully begin in December. Sippican School has 
been chosen as the first school to employ the new system. 

The Committee approved a grant summary for 
the allocation of American Recovery and Reinvestment 
Act (ARRA)-IDEA funds. According to the summary, "The 
purpose of the ARRA federal grant programs are to fund 
activities that will advance ARRA's short-term economic 
goals by investing quickly to save and create jobs and to 
fund activities that support ARRA's long-term economic 
goals by investing wisely, funding activities designed to 
strengthen education, drive reforms and improve results 
for students. 

Activities funded through the ARRA-IDEA 
grant must be designed to help to ensure that students 
with disabilities have access to a free and appropriate 
education (TAPE) to meet each student's unique needs 
and to prepare each student for further education, 
employment and independent living.''

whether or not to be broadcast live over cable access 
television, as local television had asked the Committee 
recently if they desired to be. Ms. Rounseville stated 
that she believed that allowing viewers to watch the 
meetings at home would decrease their interaction with 
the meetings and they wouldn't ask questions.

First on the order of business were the minutes of 
the August 25 meeting. These minutes were approved by 
the Board. 

The Board voted to approve Mr. Gagne' 
appointment to the following committees: Joint 
Transportation, Affirmative Action Officer, SRTA, 
Procurement Officer, and Town Administrator. Chairman 
Collyer officially welcomed Mr Gagne' to his post, and 
introduced him to the public. 

The meeting then shifted to the first discussion 
item on the agenda, which was the town's policy on 
private roads. The town hall meeting room was well 
attended by residents of various private roads who were 
concerned with the current state of town involvement in 
their road maintenance. Under the current guidelines, 
residents of private roads have been paying for the 
materials needed in grading streets and repairing 
potholes. David Jenkins drafted a letter to the Board of 
Selectmen suggesting a revision of the current by-laws to 
adopt the Wellfleet model of private road policy, which 
limits the amounts of repairs that the town highway 
department can make on private roads. Since the Chapter 
90 budget is limited, the highway department has also 
been limited in the amount of repairs to private roads 
that can be made. The new Wellfleet model of repairs 
would allow for the town to only make repairs that were 
temporary and necessary for public safety, with the bulk 
of maintenance falling on the individual homeowners. 

Highway Surveyor Barry Denham was present 
to defend the current methodology in addressing private 
road repairs, and to answer questions from the audience 
of concerned residents. ''As far as Fm concerned, it's your 
equipment and you pay the bills," Mr. Denham said to 
the Board. "It's the materials. We've ended up hauling 
materials on our own trucks, which isn't a problem, but

the bilHng gets difficult, keeping up with who owes what 
[money].'' 

The only way some of these private roads will be able 
to get unlimited town maintenance will be if they are 
made public. "There are some communities that don't 
want their roads to be used by the public," Selectman 
Silva said. Selectman Silva then went on to describe 
two different types of "private roads" - those that are 
somewhat private (but often still used by the public) and 
those that are strictly private. 

Chairman Collyer defined the difference through 
two different private roads - the area of Assawompsett 
and the Bay Club road. While Assawompsett is 
technically private, it is commonly used by the public. 
Chairman Collyer pointed out that no one uses the Bay 
Club road unless they live there or have flashing lights on 
their vehicle. 

"There must be a way to strike a happy medium," 
Chairman Collyer said. 

Mr. Gagne' pointed out that Massachusetts 
General Law indicates that public funds are for public 
benefit. Mr. Gagne' presented the Wellfleet model of 
private road maintenance as a reasonable resolution to the 
topic. 

"It's easy to see why I've had so many problems 
in the past six months," Mr. Denham said.

providing a service we need to provide, but that we aren't 
overburdening the highway department/' 

Resident Geoffrey King was present to represent 
some of the private road residents in the audience. He 
said that private roads in his area have been maintained 
without incident for the past few decades. He objected to 
the suggestion that they were "burdening" the highway 
department when he felt his high taxes justified some 
level of maintenance. 

Mr. Denham said that the private road issue has 
slowly grown over the years. As more and more private 
roads are made, there are more and more people relying 
on a service for a street that isn't open to the public, yet 
relies on public funds for upkeep. "We can't go down 
every time for every little road. [Sometimes] when you go 
down, it's not even a road - it's basically a driveway." 

Selectman Randall said that if they revised 
by-laws, all streets would have to be treated the same 
regardless of size. 

Meadow Plain resident Kimberly Ward spoke. 
"What we are looking for is status quo under the law," she 
said. "Nothing more. I don't think the town should have 
to give us dirt. We don't want to adopt a standard from 
another town that has nothing to do with Mattapoisett," 
she said in reference to Mr. Gagne' presentation of the 
Wellfleet standard. "If road repairs are opening a can of 
worms, then snow removal will get really dicey," Ms. 
Ward added.

Get Your Fall Beds Ready 

Fall is the perfect time 
of year to get your flower and 
vegetable beds ready for a long 
New England winter. The weather 
is crisp, which means you won't 
get overheated, and the air is 
dry, which means you won't 
get eaten alive by mosquitoes. 
Fall gardening is intimidating, 
especially when you see all those

dried stalks sticking out of your beds and the blanket 
of leaves on the lawn. Fall clean-up is pretty-much non- 
optional to the homeowner, but there is still a lot of fun 
to be had with this annual chore. 

The Nitty-Gritty - Here is the work that, alas, you must 
do. 

• Cut spent perennials to the ground to 
encourage dormancy. Doing this will make the garden 
appear neater and will mean less work in the spring. 

• Mulch heavily. There are lots of options for 
fall mulch. For gardens that are less visible, consider 
using fallen leaves. You can mulch leaves with your 

lawnmower and spread them over 
your plant beds. The addition of 
leaves or seaweed to flower beds 
I keeps perennial roots warm; the 
addition of mulch to vegetable 
beds enriches the soil for the next 
season. Some plants, like rosemary, 
can actually be over- wintered if 
you mulch heavily enough. 

• Once the weather gets cool, stop feeding. 
Don't waste any more money on fertilizer. Mulching will 
provide the nutrients your soil needs for the cold season. 

• Know the burning laws - 1 know when you 
see all those leaves your first thought is to burn them 
and make them go away (coincidentally that's my first 
thought on bills and income taxes, too). Burning season 
doesn't start in most areas until January. For the most 
part, leaves, hay, and cane are never permitted for 
burning, because they pollute the air. That means your 
options are: 

• Mulch the leaves and use them on your 
garden beds. 

• Add the leaves (and cane, and brush, etc.) to 
your compost bin. 

• Take the leaves to the dump (or pay for 
someone else to do this). 

• Hope for a lot of wind to blow the leaves 
elsewhere - just kidding. 

The Fun Stuff - Autumn is the best time of year for 



bulb planting. While bulbs thrive in full sun, don't 
feel limited - almost every area is full sun in the spring 
before the trees produce leaves. So you can plant bulbs 
just about anywhere and not worry about it. Some other 
tips for bulb planting: 

• Store bulbs in a cool, dry place. The 
refrigerator crisper bin or a dry basement is a perfect 
spot to put bulbs until you are ready to plant them. 

• Plant in clusters. Bulbs look better in spring 
when they are clustered into large group. Daffodils and 
tulips have a lot more impact this way. 

• Remember height. It's hard to picture how 
your bed will look when spring rolls around, but it's 
helpful to remember that tulips and daffodils are tall 
and should be placed at the back of the bed; hyacinths 
and snowdrops are lower and look better at the front of 
the bed. 

• Keep colors together. This is subjective - 
some people enjoy mixing purple, red and yellow 
tulips together. However, it is a rule of thumb for most 
landscapers to group colors and color families (like red 
with pink, dark purple with light purple) together. The 
purpose of this is to make a more dramatic impact with 
a large swath of one color. 

• Depth and spacing. Follow the directions 
on your package of bulbs for appropriate spacing and 
depth. 

• Keep the squirrels 
away. Squirrels particularly 
love tulips, and if the soil is 
loose, they have easy access 
to your new planting. If 
the squirrels prove to be 
particularly pesky, place 
a small square of chicken 
wire over the planting side 
and secure the corners 
of the chicken wire with 
rocks. Once the ground hardens, you can remove all the 
chicken wire since the little buggers won't be able to get 
in there anymore. 

But don't hang up the gardening gloves just 
yet. There are still several weeks left for planting fall 
perennials and annuals. Asters start to bloom at this time 
of year, along with hardy mums, helenium, sedum and 
ornamental kale. Some spring plants, like crocuses and 
anemones, have fall varieties or will actually re-bloom in 
the autumn if conditions are favorable. 

So, fall gardening means cleaning up, but it 
also means enjoying the rich, vibrant colors of fall. Take 
advantage of the cool weather and spruce up those 
yards - you'll be happy you did once spring rolls around 
(and yes, it will eventually roll around).

roads of Cape Cod. The Coalition times the event to 
coincide with the foliage and quiet roads of early fall. 

To remind cyclists and spectators of the 
connection between the Ride and the importance of the 
Buzzards Bay watershed, there will be large maps at each 
rest stop depicting areas along the route where the work 
of the Coalition has helped preserve, protect and restore 
Buzzards Bay Highlighted areas include protected open 
space, such as Rochester's Red Barn Farm and Bryant 
Farm in Wareham, monitoring stations for water quality 
and river herring migrations along the Agawam and 
Mattapoisett Rivers, and places like Clark's Cove, where 
improved wastewater treatment has re-opened beaches 
and shellfish beds after nearly 100 years of closure.

Bottled Up

Extract. Starring Jason Bateman and Mila Kunis. 
Directed by Mike Judge. Running time: 90 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. 

In tone and spirit, Extract kept reminding me of 
various smart, well-acted, but lukewarm indie comedies 
of the '90s — comedies less manic than depressive. This, 
fairly or not, isn't what we expect from Mike Judge, creator 
of Beavis & Butt-head and the cult satires Office Space and 
Idiocracy. Those films have dialogue and sequences that are 
still talked about years later. Extract isn't especially quotable 
or, sadly, especially funny, and it isn't satirical, either — not 
in the same sense as Judge's other work. It's not a bad film 
— it runs smoothly, creates an environment and a mood. But 
fans of Judge's previous work might do well to scale their 
expectations back — maybe all the way back to waiting for 
Netflix. 

Jason Bateman's Joel, owner of a bottled-extract 
company, is the first well-to-do hero of a Mike Judge film. 
Joel is leaning towards selling the company so he can 
retire (at his young age?), which makes his assembly-line 
employees nervous about their future. Good lord, what awful 
timing — good luck finding an audience who'll sympathize 
with Joel at this moment in American history. (The script, 
I'm guessing, was written well before the economy did a 
face-plant; it started shooting last August.) Judge throws a 
few barbs at the various doofuses who work for Joel, but 
Judge must realize how mean-spirited it is to score laughs on 
the Wal-Mart dwellers and ethnic types working for a rich 
white man, so the barbs are half-hearted. 

Joel's biggest problem isn't work anyway. His 
wife (Kristen Wiig, who seems to be channeling Jennifer 
Aniston), bored and frustrated making coupons for the 
company at home, lacks the energy to have sex with him. 
Joel's solution is to surreptitiously hook her up with a gigolo, 
so that he can guiltlessly pursue his own interest in a new 
temp (Mila Kunis), a con artist who wants to manipulate an 
injured worker into suing the company for big bucks that 
she can then, presumably, abscond with. In a vague way. 




Extract is a satire — everyone in it has blinkered, self- 
interested motives. The target would appear to be the folly 
of chasing happiness in the forms of sex, money, power. But 
the movie lacks the pitiless shape of great satire — it's rather 
amorphous and bland. 

I almost felt that I was being asked to feel sorry 
for Mike Judge, the rich, successful creator surrounded 
by (studio) idiots. Jason Bateman usually plays the sanest 
person in the room, and he's the movie's default moral 
center, but when we watch him visiting that injured worker 
(who lost a testicle, haw haw) at the man's cluttered white- 
trash house (that nonetheless sports a large flat-screen TV in 
the living room), the comedy becomes sour. Bateman is there 
to talk the guy out of a lawsuit, which could endanger the 
potential big sale of the company that will allow Bateman to 
retire in comfort with his lavish house and big pool, and I felt 
the movie floating away from me — we're supposed to care? 

Extract is full of talented people doing their best in 
underwritten roles, and if it weren't for the fact that nobody 
comes off well, I'd lament the screen writing that makes all 
the women either duplicitous or callous . The movie simply 
has no verve, no personality, no point of view; it seems as 
bored and essenceless as Joel's wife. I couldn't work out 
why it was made, why I was watching, why Mike Judge felt 
the need to tell this story. Just when the movie is about to 
die, though. Gene Simmons swoops in as Joe Adler, a slimy 
lawyer who advertises on bus-stop benches, and shocks 
the film to life for one scene. Simmons would' ve been the 
dominating center of a better Mike Judge comedy; that he's 
relegated to a late-inning walk-on and a quick post-credits 
encore speaks none too well of Judge's priorities.
